Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 
35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Chalmers (US Patent 6,141,372). 

Chalmers discloses, a receiver for receiving and efficiently separating a composite 3-G 
wireless communications signal into constituent base band components, wherein said receiver 
combines processing tasks of a 3-G receiver using a single filter (Fig. 15, element 902) , the single 
filter comprising, an equal-ripple (col. 18, lines 49-63) linear phase recursive filter channelizer 
performing spectral translation and bandwidth reduction (col. 10, lines 24-34), and an equal-ripple 
(col. 18, lines 49-63) linear recursive interpolator for performing sample rate changes (col. 11, 
lines 27-56). Though Chalmers does not explicitly disclose that the filter and interpolator are equal- 
ripple he does teach the advantages of the use of the equi-ripple filter over that of the square root 
raised cosine filter (col. 18, lines 61-63). Thus the use of the equi-ripple filter and interpolator 
become obvious in the design of Chalmers's invention.
